The police and justice courts in 
this city are at present handicapped 
in a most unfortunate way by hav­ 
ing no work-house 
in which the 
prisoners sent up from the courts 
can be employed to work out their 
fines. 


A visit to the police court on al­ 
most any morning will give inter­ 


ested parties an opportunity to wit­ 
ness a farce over which the judge 
and other ofiicers have no control. 
Such entries on the docket as “ John 
Jones, late hours; fined 
$10 and 
given a stay to leave the city within 
an hour,” and “ Wm. 
Jones, 
tres­ 
passing 
upon 
railroad 
property; 
fined $10 and given a stay to leave 
the cityq” constitute the larger num­ 
ber of cases. 
There are ordinances 
prcndding tor the arrest of parties 
committing such offenses, and it is 
the duty of policemen to make an 
arrest whenever they sec these or­ 
dinances violated. 
What is the result? 
In the jiolice court, 
particularly. 
Recorder Rauck 
confronted with 
many such trivial cases and can tlo 
no less than assess a fine. 
If the 
weather is cold, the locking u]) of 
the prisoner simply means \h a l he 
will be fed and 
boarded 
free of 
charge by the city for a certain 
length of time. 
T'he city rock pile 
is a very diminitive one and fre- 
(juently there is no rock upon which 
the prisoners can work. 
T h e y sim 
ply idle their time away and if they 
are shrewd they will make it a point 
to be arrested again and confined 
until the weather has moderated. 
Theiru'ncarceration is a constant e.\- 
penseto the city without any returns. 
In many instances the calaboose be­ 
comes so crcnvded that some of the 
prisoners, 
from necessity, are re­ 
leased in orrler to give cell 
room 
for 
men 
convicted 
upon 
more 
serious charges. 
Such a state of affairs should not 
exist in a city of Sedalia’s import­ 
ance. 
Recorder Rauck has kicked 
vigorously and long for a change in 
this state of affairs, as have other 
city 
ofiicers. 
While 
speaking 
upon the matter this morning he 
said; “ 'The city, if possible, should 
at once build a workhouse. 
1'hen 
there would be no idle prisoners in 
the calaboose, 
the rtvei.ue of the 
city would be increased to a certain 
extent and the streets where there 
is no paving could be vastly im­ 
proved. 
Each man could be made 
to earn an e(}uivalent of his fine and 
in a short time Sedalia will have 
made a reputation as a sad ])lace 
for tramps and suspicious charac­ 
ters. 
The city is rapidly increasing 
in extent and the need of a work­ 
house becomes daily more 
appar­ 
ent.’^ 
T o be sure these jirisoners are 
worked upon the streets whenever 
the 
street 
commissioner 
can 
utilize them, 
but to nothing like 
such an extent as they would be 
worked in a well 
regulated work­ 
house. 
Justice Fisher suggested that the 
city and county combine and erect 
a suitable building.
